At this place wo rk with sheep and 
ho gs will also be carried o n. 
At the Co leman farm investigatio n 
fo r the co st o f pro ducing po rk, begin­ 
ning w it h the breeding o f the fow 
thro ugh early develo ping pero id o p to 
100 po unds to 200 po unds, eto . 
Also 
the co at o f the maintenance o f the 
wo rk ho rses will be secured. 
The plan is fo r the assistant o f Dr. 
Spillman to visit the farm o nce each 
mo nth, weighing up daily ratio ns, 
also the animals and co mpute the co st. 
At the clo se, a bulletin will be pub­ 
lished which will be o f much interest 
and great value to farmers engaged in 
similar lines.

it. and fail to pay the tax y o u are 
liable to the #100 fine. 
It is the duty o f the assesso r to keep 
ail do g tax reco rds and make a true 
repo rt to the trustee. 
Any failure o n 
his part makes him liable to a fine o f

San Francisco, March 24.—With the 
revolver of the would-b e assassin con­ 
cealed In a handkerchief, I). W. Stev­ 
ens, formerly counsellor to the Jap- 
anees emb assy at Washington, b ut for 
several y ears diplomatic adviser to the 
Korean government at Seoul, was shot 
and 
seriously wounded as he was 
ab out to leave for W ashington. Three 
shots were fired at Mr.. Stevens from 
a 32-calib er revolver b y I. W. Chang, 
a diminutive Korean. 
The first b ullet 
missed the diplomat and accidentally 
struck and perhaps fatally wounded 
M. W. Chun, one of the three or four 
Koreans who were ly ing in wait for 
Mr. Stevens. 
The other two shots 
took effect in Mr. Stevens’s b ack, one 
b ullet striking him under the right 
shoulder b lade near the spinal column 
and the second a few inches lower. 
While the wounds are serious, it is 
stated that the chances for Mr. Stev­ 
ens’s recovery are good. 
The motive for the murderous attack 
i apparently arises out of the resent­ 
ment of a small group of local Koreans 
to 
the 
Japanese 
protectorate 
over 
Korea, who sought to avenge their 
country for the im portant play ed in 
the reorganization of its government 
b y Mr. Stevens. 
Sunday night he was 
attacked at the Fairm ont hotel b y a 
Jelegatlon of four or five Koreans who 
had called to see him with reference to 
an Interview in which he had praised 
the work of the Japanese in Korea. 
Monday as he and Consul General 
Koiks stepped from an automob ile at 
the ferry station, three or four Kor­ 
eans were waiting for him. 
As the 
consul general stepped to the front of 
the automob ile to look after some b ag­ 
gage, one of the Koreans, later identi­ 
fied as Chun, stepped up and struck 
Mr. Stevens a vicious b low* in the face. 
The diplomatist immediately started 
| in pursuit of his assailant, when Chang 
drew from his pocket w’hat to several 
witnesses appeared to b e merely a 
handkerchief, b ut who were quickly 
undeceived as three shots in rapid suc­ 
cession came from it and directed at 
Mr. Stevens. 
The first shot missed 
the 
diplomatist 
and 
b rought 
Chun 
down with a b ullet through his right 
lung. 
The other two were b etter di­ 
rected and struck Mr. Stevens. 
Chang, who is a diminutive ty pe of 
the Korean, and ab out as large as a 
twelve-y ear-old b oy , say s he is thirty 
y ears old and has b een in this country 
for two y ears, coming from Hawaii. 
He freely admitted shooting Mr. Stev­ 
ens. 
“Yes, me shot him,” he said to 
a reporter. 
“ Me sorry no; him no 
good, him help Japan. 
Hi me b y e Korea 
alle same Japan.” 
He said he had read ab out Mr. Stev­ 
ens in the Japanese newspapers and 
had recognized him from a picture pub ­ 
lished. 
It was learned that a small 
b and of Koreans had b een on Mr. Stev­ 
ens's trail ever since he arrived, last 
Friday . 
Inquiry was made at all the 
principal hotels b y them until they lo­ 
cated him at the Fairmont. 
Chang is in a cell at the city prison. 
No charge will b e placed against him 
pending the outcome of Mr. Stevens’s 
injuries. 


Suprem e Court H a r d s Dow n Another 


Far-Reaching Decision. 
W ashington, March 24.—In refusing 
to grant to Attorney General Young of 
Minnesota a writ of hab eas corpus re­ 
leasing him from the penalty imposed 
b y the United States circuit court for 
the district of Minnesota on the charge 
of contempt of court in instituting a 
proceeding in a state court for the en­ 
forcement of the railroad rate law af­ 
ter the federal court had prohib ited 
such a course, and in affirming the de­ 
cision of Judge Pritchard of the United 
States circuit court for the western 
district of North Carolina, discharging 
from imprisonment Jam es H. Wood, a 
ticket agent of the Southern railway 
at Asheville after he had b een sen­ 
tenced b y the Asheville police court to 
serve a term on the rock pile on the 
charge of collecting for a ticket on 
that road a greater price than was per­ 
mitted b y the stMe railroad law, the 
supreme court of the United States 
has added another to the series of de­ 
cisions which have rendered notab le 
the present term of that court. 
In b oth cases the right of the states 
to fix rates for railroad transportation 
was the issue and b oth involved con- 
' flicts b etween the federal and the state 
courts. The decision in each case was 
opposed b oth to the states and to their 
courts. 
The opinion 
of the court in 
b oth cases was announced b y Justice 
1 Peckham, and with the exception of 
Justice Harlan all the other memb ers 
of the court stood b ehind him in the 
, announcement of the court s finding. 
I Justice Harlan read a dissenting opin- 
! ion in the Young case in which he took 
the view’ that the suit w’as practically 
a proceeding against the state and 
therefore not permissib le under the 
eleventh amendment to the constitu- 
tion. 
He therefore characterized the 
opinion as era-making in the history 
of the court, said it had the effect of 
closing the courts of a state against 
the state itself, and predicted that the 
result would b e disastrous. 
The two cases were so similar that 
b oth practically were decided in one 
opinion. The principal pronouncement 
was made in the Minnesota case.

was at one time a waiter in an obscure 
French town. 
He came to Paris to

founded th e Franco-Spanish bank and 
floated not less th an a dozen mining 
enterprises in wh ich h e was a director 
and wh ose stocks w'ere eagerly pur­ 
ch ased by French investors.

ulent and th e complaint against h im al­ 
leges th at h e h as stolen over $12,09 0,- 
000 th rough th e medium of h is various 
companies and societies. 
He is com­ 
pared to th e celebrated Madame Hum­ 
bert, but with th e difference th at wh ile 
Madame Hum bert borrowed money in 
order to pay interest on previous loans, 
Roch ette defrauded by continually or­ 
ganizing new companies and issuing 
new stock. It Is ch arged th at h e m an­ 
ipulated th e assets o f h is companies 
by means of false balance sh eets. 
Coincident with 
Roch ette’a arrest 
th e quotations on th e stock of th e com­ 
panies in wh ich h e was interested ex­ 
perienced a h eavy decline. 
T h e affair appears likely to develop 
into a big scandal. 
It is stated th at 
several prominent politicians are in­ 
volved in th e dealings of Roch ette, 
wh o th reatened th e examining magis­ 
trate with th e name of an influential 
senator. 
A large num ber of brokers 
h ave suffered considerable financial 
loss th rough th e arrest of Roch ette.

Mr. Man n of Illin ois that Mr. Sulzer of 
New Y'ork had put in the Con gression 
al Record what purported to be a 
speech d elivered by him last Saturd ay, 
but which Mr. Man n charged was n ot 
the on e d elivered . 
It all had to d o 
with Mr. Sulzer’s claim that he an d 
n ot Mr. Man n was the author of the 
legislation which brought the d epart­ 
men t of commerce an d labor in to be­ 
in g. A resolution offered by Mr. Man n
